House Now Ready to Pass the Sundry 
Civil Bill. 
Washington, May 8.—After ten days' 
discussion consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill was completed 
by the house, but belore putting it on 
its passage a recess for a day was 
taken. 
Tiie hill carries a total appro­ 
priation of $106,966,309, or $1,241,000 
more than was reported by the com­ 
mittee.

Mr. Hartley Talks to a Dispatch

G. G. Hartley, of Duluth, formerly a 
resident of Brainerd, hut now one of 
the leading business men of the Zenith 
City, 
arrived in 
Brainerd 
last night 
from Pokegama dam. 
He and his party 
came part of the way by canoe and 
part overland. 
Mr. Hartley was seen 
Fry a representative of THE D is p a t c h 
and spoke freely of the trip. 
He said: 
“ W e came from Pokegoma Lake to 
here part w ay by land and part by wa­ 
ter. 
I was agreeably surprised by the 
number of settlers in the country. 
It 
is, 
however, 
discouraging to see the 
desolation caused by the floods from the 
government dams, especially in Aitkin 
county. 
It means much to farmers af­ 
ter they have homesteads or purchased 
land, cleared part of it and built homes, 
enduring all the hardships and priva­ 
tions incident to settlement in a new 
timber country to be drowned out, and 
driven out, or left in doubt and hesita­ 
tion with neither money or courage to 
plant crops or move away. 
I wish the 
members of of the Rivers and Harbors 
committee in congress had to take their 
places for one year. 
A majority of 
them know the dams are a failure and 
a scourge on the country, but they 
have not the courage to acknowledge 
it, and abandon or remove them. 
It 
is claimed these dams regulate the flow 
of water over St. Anthony Palls, 
and 
on the lower Mississippi; yet they create 
these disastrous floods and low water 
stages within a few’ miles below their 
gates. 
If they cannot regulate the 
flow in their own vicinity what can they 
do six hundred to thousands of miles by 
the crooked channel of this river below 
their location. 
Their construction and 
maintai nance make work 
for a 
few 
contractors, and recreation for the gov­ 
ernment dfiieials who handle them, hut 
they are hard on the country and will 
be abandoned some time, and the soon­ 
er the better. 
“ When 1 was here last 1 told you 
this region would produce merchant­ 
able iron ore and I think the price my 
friend McCarty and others have re­ 
ceived for their lands indicates that I 
may have been right. 
I 
visited Rog- 
ers-Brown’s shaft yesterday and will 
visit some other works teday. 
B nir.- 
erd is getting the benefit from this iron 
exploration, 
and it will get more, but 
you must not forget that the farmer 
gives you your best business, he is the 
old reliable fellow at all times. 
You 
people in the cities must help him to 
get roads, and you should do all possi­ 
ble to bring relief to the Aitkin county 
settlers drowned out by those fake go\- 
ernment dams; anything that helps 
Aitkin county helps Brainerd. 
Most of 
your iron ore may be law grade and 
need a modification of the present R. 
R. rate to the lakes. 
Out west I be­ 
lieve a lower rate of freight is made on 
the ores of low values than on those of 
higher values.
